Major Department Accomplishments in 2023
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The COVID-19 public health emergency ended on May 11, 2023. As a result, the
enhanced federal medical assistance percentage (eFMAP) decreased from 6.2 percent
and will be eliminated in January 2024. With the ending of the public health emergency,
the Department of Health (DOH) initiated the complicated task of post-pandemic
unwinding, which included restarting the requirement of annual renewals in order for an
individual to receive Medicaid benefits. During the public health emergency, DOH served
as the lead agency to manage the COVID-19 public health response. The federal
Families First Coronavirus Response Act (FFCRA), the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and
Economic Security (CARES) Act funding; and the American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA)
provided significant resources to the department for health-related COVID-19 costs (i.e.,
testing, treatment, contract tracing, prevention, and infection control activities), and
related costs associated with nutritional needs, utility assistance, Individuals with
Disabilities Education Act (IDEA), child care, child abuse prevention, violence prevention,
support for older Alaskans, public health workforce and infrastructure, mental health, and
substance misuse.
During FY2023, the department received approval 19 times from the Centers for
Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS) to revise the Medicaid state plan, the contract
between the State and federal governments governing the administration of Medicaid in
Alaska. Amendment approvals included

language, a temporary extension of increased pharmacy dispensing fees,
First aid/CPR certification requirements for personal care providers,o
Extension of public health emergency 1135 waiver flexibility to temporarily suspendo
Title XIX behavioral health prior authorizations, and
Extension, and then suspension of (due to permanent rate adoption) the temporaryo
increase of Title XIX home and community-based services reimbursement rates.

The Division of Public Health launched the Fresh Start social marketing campaign to
increase engagement in the diabetes prevention program, self-monitored blood
pressure, diabetes self-monitored education, and support programs. As a result,
engagement in these programs increase by over 300 percent.
The Division of Public Health purchased and configured Alaska's first-ever
Radiological Health Database, cataloging all x-ray devices in the state, including
dental devices.
The Division of Public Health established an Office of Homelessness Health
Intervention and Prevention to engage in health-related issues of the state's
homeless population.
Within the Division of Public Health, the Section of Public Health Nursing was able to
make significant improvements in hiring and retaining staff. During FY2023, 48 staff
members were hired and the total

vacancy rate decreased by approximately 11 percent.

The Division of Behavioral Health applied for a five-year renewal of the Medicaid 1115 Demonstration
Waiver with the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS). The goal of the 1115 Waiver is to
enhance the existing behavioral health continuum of care to better meet the needs of Alaskans who
experience mental health and substance use disorders.
As part of the 1115 Waiver special terms and conditions, the Division of Behavioral Health contracted with
Health Services Advisory Group to perform an independent evaluation of the State’s implementation of
the waiver. Some notable successes identified a doubling of the available substance use disorder
providers, a decrease of 10 percent for readmissions among beneficiaries with substance use disorder,
and an increase of over 50 percent for the number of beneficiaries treated in an institution for substance
use disorder.
The Division of Behavioral Health successfully implemented Indian Health Services (IHS) reclaiming for
administrative services organization behavioral health claims. In partnership with the Division of Health
Care Services, the division was able to capitalize on this federal cost sharing opportunity and return
nearly $169,000 to Medicaid general funds.
On April 1, 2023, the Division of Health Care Services transitioned to a new fiscal agent vendor, Health
Management Systems, Inc. (HMS), a Gainwell Technologies Company. The fiscal agent performs
customer service, provider enrollment, services authorization, claims processing, and financial cycle
functions for the Alaska Medicaid program. As a result, call center hold times are averaging two minutes or
less - down from three to six hours. Additionally, the average daily suspended claims inventory has been
reduced from 75,000 claims in May 2023 to 44,000 in September 2023. Claims processing times have also
significantly decreased with 51.9 percent of the current inventory being within two weeks of the submission
date.
The Division of Health Care Services’ Medicaid Pharmacy unit, through work with the Pharmacy and
Therapeutics Committee (P&T) and the Drug Utilization Review (DUR) Committee, saved over $46
million in both State and federal dollars, approximately 45 percent of which were State dollars.
The Division of Health Care Services’ Accounting and Recovery unit, in collaboration with the Department of
Law and a third-party contractor, recovered $190 million in overpaid claims for reasons such as the
presence of other insurance and incorrect provider billing. As a result of the unit's work with accounting and
financial controls, auditing, collections, and optimizing other revenue sources, DOH recovered and saved
more than $680 million during FY2023, an increase of 17 percent from FY2022.
The Division of Health Care Services’ Tribal Health unit, with the assistance of tribal health organizations
and other State departments, successfully reclaimed $124.5 million dollars for FY2023.
The Division of Senior and Disabilities Services worked with the Office of Rate Review to rebase rates for
home and community-based services. These rates took effect on May 1, 2023.
Senate Bill 57 was enacted, enabling the Division of Senior and Disabilities Services to create a new
service called "Adult Host Home." This service will be another alternative to those on waivers who are
seeking to remain in their home community while receiving residential supports. This bill also allows the
division to update regulations to allow legally responsible individuals to provide Community First Choice
Personal Care services.
The Division of Public Assistance successfully migrated the division's document management system to a
new system, ILINX.
The Division of Public Assistance's Child Care Program Office successfully distributed over $30 million to
380 providers statewide through a partnership with Thread, and $7.5 million is being administered
through Retaining Our Outstanding Teachers (ROOTS) awards to support stabilization of the childcare
workforce.
The Division of Public Assistance successfully implemented the fully-automated Modified Adjusted
Gross Income Medicaid ex parte renewal process - roughly 20 percent of all Medicaid renewals are
completely no-touch with improvements scheduled to increase percentages.

Key Department Challenges
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Some of the department's challenges include:

Workforce is a significant factor in program costs. Staff shortages, recruitment difficulties, and turnover
continue to be a challenge for the department.
Through continued implementation of the 1115 Waiver, a suite of crisis services is now available. The
Division of Behavioral Health is working on the infrastructure necessary to ensure those services are
available statewide.
The Division of Health Care Services is working through challenges in several functional areas to
stabilize processes during the transition to the new fiscal agent vendor, Health Management Systems,
Inc. (HMS), a Gainwell Technologies Company.
The Residential Licensing program in the Division of Health Care Services continues to experience
significant growth in the number of providers and assisted living homes as Alaska continues to have one of
the fastest growing senior populations in the nation. This has resulted in an increased workload related to
licensing, background checks, complaints, critical incident reports, and investigations.
The Tribal Health unit in the Division of Health Care Services, through the reclaiming process, tracks care
coordination agreements and partners with the tribal health organizations to verify referrals and exchange
of health records for the State to claim 100 percent federal funding. The number of referrals requested and
verified by DOH since the new policy was implemented through the end FY2023 was 217,230, an increase
of 61,239 from FY2022. The number for which sufficient documentation was available to validate the
referral was 45,244 or 21 percent of referrals requested, an increase of 13,762 or one percent from
FY2022. DOH continues to partner with the tribal health organizations to identify ways to increase the
percentage of verified referrals.
The Division of Health Care Services has seen the volume of inbound Medicaid enrollment and revalidation
applications and subsequent revalidations continue to grow as new provider types are onboarded. The
required risk-based screening elements and application throughput of the fiscal agent continue to be a
challenge.
Workforce shortages and staffing issues continue to be severe for agencies and individuals that provide
home and community-based services.
Individuals with disabilities who have concurrent complex behavioral and medical needs continue to
have difficulty in finding placements and services within the community that can meet their needs
long-term.
The work to protect the public health of Alaskans involves geographic, cultural, lifestyle, fiscal, and other
factors. Improving population health requires an investment in upstream factors that address the
conditions in places where Alaskans live, learn, work, and play. Public health approaches require
long-term solutions to make generational gains. These interventions focus on changing the context to
make healthy choices easier and require a widespread, long-term, competent, and collaborative
commitment from a wide array of key local stakeholders.
The Division of Public Health provides statewide leadership to ensure a qualified and available public health
and health care workforce. The division and partners statewide are challenged to attract and retain highly
skilled professionals. It is particularly challenging to keep scientists and highly skilled professional positions
in the public health laboratories, public health nursing, and epidemiology filled. Having these types of
positions vacant reduces the capacity to positively affect public health.
The Division of Public Assistance is facing many changes in federal program policies and implementation,
especially as the federally declared public health emergency is ended and benefit programs revert to
normal applicant screening and certification requirements. Misinterpretation of Food and Nutrition Services
policy along with the unwinding of the public health emergency has led to a backlog in applications and
recertifications for the Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP), which is actively being
addressed.
The Division of Public Assistance continues to work toward ensuring an adequate supply of childcare
programs are available for working families in Alaska.
The Division of Public Assistance continues to work towards opening all offices to the public.
The Medicaid program is broad in scope and constantly changing and evolving. The dynamic nature of
the program makes forecasting trends in enrollment, utilization, and expenditures complex. Both the
short and long-term forecasting models require constant evaluation and adjustment to keep them
relevant.
Providing appropriate training and staff development opportunities to division and department administrative
staff while managing vacancy and recruitment challenges.
Ensuring continued progress to address audit findings.
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Significant Changes in Results to be Delivered in FY2025

The Department of Health is committed to creative thinking and identifying new ideas to continue
critical services while reducing state spending.
Reviewing and planning for the future status of the Administrative Services Organization (ASO), the
existing state plan, and continuing 1115 Behavioral Health Waiver services to explore necessary
updates to create a robust crisis service continuum for Alaskans.
Determining public needs following the end of the public health emergency. New Medicaid telehealth
regulations will be proposed to ensure reimbursement policies support increased access to care in
underserved communities in the most cost-effective manner.
Implementation of the new assessment suite (InterRai) to develop a methodology for resource allocation
and a more person-directed waiver system in the Division of Senior and Disabilities Services.
Standing up pilot programs to engage referred families and build capacity in Local Infant Learning
Programs that work with families who experience significant life stressors and may be involved with the
child protection system.
Collaborate with the Department of Family and Community Services, other departments, providers, and
stakeholders on complex patient placement including expanding providers who offer inpatient and
outpatient services for Alaskans of all ages and abilities.
Significant changes to the federal Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF) program and
third-party maintenance of effort claiming.
Enhanced system development for Alaska's Resource for Integrated Eligibility Services (ARIES) to
include automated renewals.
